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PREFACE. 


IN  the  establishment  of  our  present  business,  the  object  in  view 
was  to  manufacture  goods  especially  designed  for  the  use  of 
amateurs,  but  as  we  grew  in  years  and  knowledge,  we  readily 
perceived  that  that  which  the  successful  professional  requires  for  a  class 
of  work  is  equally  desirable  and  needed  for  the  amateur.  The  one  may 
be  content  to  use  instruments  more  bulky,  clumsy,  and  devoid  of 
improvements,  but  the  aim  of  each  is  the  same.  Work  approaching 
as  near  perfection  as  possible  should  be  the  aim  of  both. 

As  a  matter  of  course,  the  average  amateur  will  not  require  the 
amount  of  apparatus  or  different  sizes  and  styles  in  his  stock,  compared 
with  the  professional,  and  for  that  reason  the  outfitting  department  in 
this  Catalogue  is  intended  for  the  use  of  the  former.  Otherwise  we  make 
no  distinction  between  the  two.  What  we  recommend  is  intended  for 
either,  for  the  purposes  mentioned. 

Although  we  claim  to  carry  the  largest  stock  of  light-weight  cameras 
in  the  country,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  an  unexpected  demand  on 
any  one  line  often  exhausts  the  stock  before  a  new  lot  can  be  made 
ready  for  the  market;  therefore  we  would  strongly  urge  customers  to  give 
their  orders  as  far  in  advance  of  their  actual  needs  as  practical,  and  we 
would  especially  ask  attention  to  this  matter  when  goods  are  to  be  made 
to  order. 
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IN  setting  about  the  task  of  compiling  the  third  edition  of  our 
Annual  Catalogue,  we  are  inspired  with  the  feeling  that  the 
lessons  and  trials  of  another  year  have  passed,  leaving  us  richer 
in  experience  and  stronger  by  active  use  and  successful  efforts  to 
grow  in  usefulness.  To  harmonize  with  the  growth  and  prosperity 
of  our  business,  this,  our  exponent,  appears  to  you  increased  in 
size  and  clothed  in  a  new  dress. 

At  the  date  of  last  year’s  issue  we  prophesied  that  the  in¬ 
crease  in  our  facilities  was  at  an  end  for  the  year  1883,  but  the 
demand  for  our  goods  has  been  such  that  we  were  compelled  to 
almost  double  our  manufacturing  capacity.

It  is  our  belief  that  we  are  acting  the  part  of  friends  by  advising 
intending  purchasers  to  procure  the  best  when  their  means  will  permit. 
We  therefore  place  first  in  the  list  the  cameras  which  we  would  recom¬ 
mend  as  the  best. 


Blair’s  New  Reversible  Back  Combination  Cameras. 

When  we  announce  that  we  believe  these  Cameras  to  be  the  most 
compact,  the  most  rigid  (when  set  up  for  use)  and  the  handsomest  ever 
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made  in  America,  we  are  only  echoing  the  words  of  the  most  com¬ 
petent  judges.  It  has  been  our  pleasure  to  be  asked  to  exchange  other 
cameras  of  all  makes  for  these  (the  very  latest  and  most  highly 
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advertised  included).  The  reasons  are  apparent  to  every  one  who 
examines  them,  and  to  use  the  words  of  the  happy  possessor  of  one, 
“  It  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.” 

The  focusing  is  achieved  by  the  front  of  camera  and  lens  moving 
forward  by  a  fine  rack  and  pinion  movement. 

I.  By  the  ground  glass  remaining  stationary,  greater  ease  in  focus¬ 
ing  is  experienced,  as  the  bothersome  bed  is  removed  out  of  the  way 
entirely,  and  more  control  given  to  the  use  of  the  focusing  cloth  in  ex-, 
eluding  the  light;  and  further,  the  absence  of  the  bed  behind  enables  the 
operator  to  get  closer  to  a  wall  or  in  a  corner,  when  photographing 
interiors,  or  in  confined  positions.

2.  The  back  of  camera  being  permanently  secured  to  that  portion 
of  the  bed  which  is  attached  directly  to  the  tripod,  greater  rigidity  is 
thereby  given  to  the  back,  where  steadiness  is  most  desirable;  also,  the 
position  in  which  the  operator  is  thereby  enabled  to  place  the  camera  on 
the  tripod  more  uniformly  divides  the  weight  on  each  side  of  the  bearing.

3.  Owing  to  the  advantages  above  explained,  the  slide  from  the 
plate-holder  can  be  drawn  to  the  right  or  left  when  in  a  horizontal  posi¬ 
tion;  or,  when  raised  vertically,  can  be  drawn  upward  or  downward. 
The  desirability  of  this  will  be  apparent  to  every  photographer  of 
experience.

The  reversing  of  the  back  (to  enable  the  operator  to  make  upright 
views)  is  accomplished  by  simply  pressing  a  spring,  and  changing  the 
holder  from  vertical  to  horizontal ;  and  as  great  pains  are  taken  to  have 
very  accurate  adjustments  on  all  sides,  no  appreciable  gain  could  be 
made  were  it  constructed  so  as  to  revolve,  while  great  increase  in  bulk 
would  be  a  necessity. 

Another  most  unique  part  in  its  construction  is  the  means  of  attach¬ 
ing  the  plate-holder  and  ground  glass.  The  latter  is  attached  by  all 
four  corners,  and  kept  in  position,  wherever  it  may  come  to  a  bearing, 
by  springs,  and  when  the  plate-holder  is  to  be  attached,  the  sideways 
movement  of  a  couple  of  inches  causes  it  to  recede  sufficiently  for  the 
holder  to  be  slid  in  freely,  without  a  spring  to  retard  its  motion  and  jar 
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the  camera ;  and  when  in  position,  and 
the  ground  glass  frame,  acted  upon  by 
the  spring,  is  released,  the  latter  lies 
firmly  behind  it,  —  all  of  which  is  ac¬ 
complished  without  the  touching  of  a 
catch  (as,  indeed,  there  is  none)  or  re¬ 
moving  or  swinging  the  ground  glass 
frame. 

The  front  is  made  in  two  different 
styles,  one  illustrated  in  Figures  Nos.  i, 
2,  and  3 ;  the  other  styles  in  Figures  4 
and  5.  Figure  6  illustrates  the  method 
of  placing  the  holder  in  the  camera.

Figures  1,  2,  and  3  are  made  only  in  8x10  and  1 1  x  14  sizes.  Figure 
4  encloses  within  the  bed  when  folded,  six  Feather  Weight  Double 
Plate-Holders,  thus  carrying  twelve  plates  in  the  latter. 

Fig.  5,  the  same,  showing  the  full  stretch  of  bellows.  Fig.  6,  the 
method  of  placing  holder  in  camera. 

The  stationary  portion  of  bed  has  two  sockets  for  attaching  the 
tripod,  which  enables  the  operator  to  balance  his  camera  whether  using 
a  short  or  long  focus  lens. 
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EXTENSION. 


In  using  the  former,  the  short  movable  bed  must  be  used,  if  any  is 
required,  as  the  longer  one  would  interfere  with  the  view  of  lens.  In 
addition  to  the  improvements  named,  these  cameras  possess  all  of  the 
most  modern  adjustments,  and  are  of  the  highest  order  of  workmanship.

The  Extension. 

By  removing  the  Reversible  Back  and  applying  our  Patent  Exten¬ 
sion  (reversible),  we  have  a  camera  enabling  the  operator  to  use  a  size 
larger  plate.  (See  Extension  List.) 

The  adjusters  are  made  for  either  the  Blair  Patent  Double  Holder 
or  the  Feather  Weights.  (See  Plate  Holder  List.) 

A  WORD  ABOUT  EXTENSIONS. 

Blair  Patent  Extension  is  a  contrivance  for  placing  the  plate 
a  sufficient  distance  from  the  back  of  Camera  proper  to  ailow  the  lays 
to  spread  to  the  size  of  plate  to  be  used  on  the  extension ;  it  will  there¬ 
fore  be  understood  that  an  extremely  long  or  an  extremely  short  focus 
lens  cannot  be  used  successfully. 

In  completing  this  valuable  adjunct  to  photographic  apparatus,  it 
was  not  the  idea  of  the  inventor  to  substitute  (for  example)  a  5  x  0  cam¬ 
era  proper  with  an  8x10  extension,  for  an  8  x  10  camera,  when  the 
operator  intended  using  8x  10  plates  in  the  majority  of  cases,  because  it 
would  be  more  desirable  to  have  an  8  x  10  camera  proper;  but  the  idea 
was  to  furnish  an  attachment  for  the  use  of  the  operator  who  used  5x8 
plates  as  a  rule,  and  occasionally  desired  to  use  an  8x10,  etc.  The 
only  disadvantages  in  a  camera  formed  with  the  extension  attached  is, 
that  a  very  short  focus  lens  cannot  be  used  on  account  of  the  distance 
between  the  ground  glass  and  camera  front,  and  the  fact  when  using 
a  very  long  focus  lens  the  frame  of  camera  proper  prevents  the  rays  from 
the  lens  spreading  to  the  edge  of  the  plate.  To  correct  the  former, 
we  make,  when  desired,  a  recess  front.  The  latter  can  only  be  remedied 
by  increasing  the  depth  of  the  extension.

These  cameras  are  supplied  with  extra  long  rubber  bellows,  and  are 
made  of  the  best  quality  of  thoroughly  seasoned  mahogany  and  cherry, 
highly  polished,  and  trimmed  with  nickel-plated  mountings.

They  are  all  provided  with  an  extra  bed  for  supporting  the  camera 
while  exposing  the  plate  in  a  vertical  position;  single  swing-back,  rack 
and  pinion  for  focusing,  improved  set-screw  and  double  sliding  front 
(excepting  4x5,  so-called,  which  has  but  single).
